Charles Dickens’ final farewell 
at St James's Hall Piccadilly 


Charles Dickens had a lifelong love affair concert hall. There were, in fact, two 
with the theatre.

stop him participating in amateur Regent Street. In March 1870 a huge

when he appeared on 
stage over 2,000 people 
stood to applaud him. 
Despite his failing health 
he rose to the occasion 
and delivered his reading 
with his usual energy and 
enthusiasm. When the 
cheers had died down 
he made a final speech 
saying ‘from these garish 
lights | vanish now for 
evermore, with a 


performing his own 
work in public. He thus 
combined the two 
great passions of his 
life — writing and 
performing — when he 
took up public 
readings of his work. 
And one of his most 
popular readings was 
his rendition of 

A Christmas Carol. 

It was also to be his 
last. After 15 years of

world performing his works, his final respectful and affectionate farewell: 
reading was at the St James's Hall in He died three months later in June 1870

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The London Palladium's seasonal offering 

was Peter Pan with Lulu as Peter and the late 
Ron Moody playing Captain Hook and Mr Darling. Novelist 
Graham Greene provided the RSC's Christmas show — 
an Edwardian comedy based on E W Hornung's character 
A J Raffles. In The Return of A J Raffles (Aldwych) Greene 
created a nostalgic pastiche, introducing Lord Alfred Douglas 
into the proceedings in a plot that took revenge on the Marquess 
of Queensbury for his treatment of Oscar Wilde. Denholm Elliott 
played Raffles with Clive Francis as his sidekick Bunny. Now in 
his 90th year, the great farceur Ben Travers — famous for his 
‘Aldwych farces' in the 1930s — wrote The Bed Before 
Yesterday (Lyric) starring Joan Plowright as a repressed middle- 
aged woman transformed into a voracious man-hunter with 
Helen Mirren as a 'good-time gir!’ in a platinum wig. 


The RSC's impressive full-scale revival of 

A Christmas Carol (Barbican), with Clive Francis 
as Scrooge leading a huge cast of characters, gave festive value 
for money. At the Mermaid, following a tradition started by the 
theatre's founder Bernard Miles, Roy Marsden (best known as 
P D James's Adam Dalgliesh) played Long John Silver іп the 
annual Christmas show, Treasure Island. Rodney Ackland's 
Absolute Hell, originally rejected by theatrical managements 
in the 1950s, was revived by the National. It was a portrait of 
post-war Britain set in a Soho drinking club peopled by folk of 
various classes and sexual tastes in the lead up to the 1945 
election. The cast of characters included EastEnders regular 
June Brown with Judi Dench playing the club's owner and winning 
an Olivier Award for her splendidly rampaging performance. 


Patrick Stewart gave a mesmerising performance 

in his one-man version of Dickens's A Christmas 
Carol (Albery) having won an Olivier Award for the show's first 
outing in 1993. The National's Christnas show was Coram 
Boy. Set in the 18th century England of Handel and Thomas 
Coram's hospital for foundling children, it was a terrifying and 
moving seasonal production culminating with the entire cast 
singing the Hallelujah chorus for the curtain call. The Hackney 
Empire's traditional pantomime was Jack and the Beanstalk 
with Clive Rowe as the all-singing and dancing Dame Trot 
making his entrance in a twinkling sleigh drawn by a pantomime 
cow who proceeded to tap dance. Eve Best was dazzling as 
Hedda Gabler (Almeida transfer to Duke of York's) with Benedict 
Cumberbatch playing her unfortunate husband George Tesman 
in Richard's Eyre's production of Ibsen's classic. 


lookback 
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Spring Awakening 


You're probably wondering how this 
Tony-winning Best Musical ended 
up back on Broadway just six and 
a half years after ending its nearly 
900-performance run. It does feel like 
just yesterday that we were watching 
Lea Michele (who would go on to Glee 
stardom) and Jonathan Groff (currently 
the cheeky King George in Hamilton) 
playing love-struck apple-cheeked 
teenagers in sexually repressed 1890s 
Germany. But this Spring — a Deaf West 
Theatre production — is less a revival 
than a reinvention, mixing deaf actors with 
hearing actors and sign language with 
singing. A few of the characters — naive 
Wendla (played by Sandra Mae Frank; 
voiced by Katie Boeck) and angst-ridden 
Moritz (Daniel N Durant, voiced by 
Alex Boniello) among them — are even 
conceived as deaf in this production. 
This isn't the first time Deaf West has 
brought a musical to Broadway; its 2003

version of Big River received a special 
Tony Award. And in 2009, I had the 
pleasure of seeing the company's striking 
production of Pippin, which starred 
Spring director Michael Arden, in 

Los Angeles. But Spring is a complete 
revelation. Small roles that never made 
an impression in the original — for 
instance, crazy wanderer Ilse (played by 
the dynamo Krysta Rodriguez), and the 
cruel, uncommunicative adults (Russell 
Harvard, Camryn Manheim, Patrick Page, 
and Oscar-winner Marlee Matlin) - now 
stick with you. The timing between the 
singing and the signing — the result of 
hundreds of rehearsals, according to 
choreographer Spencer Liff, and 

built on 'normal-looking pedestrian 
movements' such as arm-crossing and 
leaning — is practically pitch-perfect. 

As Arden wrote in his director's note: 
‘To me, the play speaks to those who 
are denied a voice, to those who don't 
fit into the norm, to those who are 
questioning and experiencing the pains 
of growing up: 


Therese Raquin 


Continuing the theme of sexual repression 
in 19th-century-era Europe, Thérése 
Raquin arrives on Broadway in a new 
stage version by British playwright Helen 
Edmundson (Coram Boy) commissioned 
by the Roundabout Theatre Company. 

A self-professed fan of Émile Zola's work, 
Edmundson ‘fell in love’ with the 1867 
naturalistic novel when she was a 
teenager: ‘It’s the passion, the illicit nature 
of it, the way that it chills you and takes 
you to dark places} she said in a recent 
interview. ‘I remember seeing an 
adaptation of it on television... and it 
completely seeped into my soul! 

Even Zola fans frequently disagree on 
the true nature of Thérése Raquin. Is it a 
tawdry bodice-ripper? A morality play? 

A scientific study (as Zola himself 
claimed)? However you interpret the 
story, there's no denying that the role — 

a repressed young woman forced into an 
unhappy marriage with her sickly cousin 
Camille (Gabriel Ebert), who then enters 
into an inevitable ill-fated affair with 
Camille's friend Laurent (Matt Ryan), 
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all under the nose of her aunt/guardian, 
Madame Raquin (divine two-time Tony- 
winner Judith Light) — is one most 
actresses would kill for. Presumably Keira 
Knightley didn't need to knock anyone 

off to nab the title role here. Though she 
could have just called it character study. 
Spoiler alert! 


Sylvia 
In 1995, Matthew Broderick was dating 
his future wife Sarah Jessica Parker, who 
was starring Off-Broadway in AR 
Gurney's comedy Sylvia where she 
played, of all things, a dog. Her portrayal 
was inspired by Broderick's dog Sally 
(aww!). Now, Broderick is starring on 
Broadway in Sylvia, playing the dog's 
owner, and the titular canine is brought to 
bubbly blonde life by Annaleigh Ashford, 
fresh off her Tony win for her pirouette- 
filled turn as a kooky ballerina in You Can't 
Take It With You. 

'| remember it from the dog's point of 
view, looking at these funny old people} 
Broderick told Broadway Direct. ‘And 
now I'm one of the funny old people: 

The still-boyish actor describes the 
play as ‘a love story between a man 
and his wife and a man and his dog’; 
completing the bizarre love triangle is 
Julie White (The Little Dog Laughed). 
But don't expect any fake ears, pin-on 
tails, or Times Square-style furry 
costumes. Sylvia is written to be played 
straight — as if she were human. If you're 
a dog lover, you know how absolutely 
appropriate that is. 


School of Rock 


This summer, Andrew Lloyd Webber 
booked the Gramercy Theatre in 


Manhattan's Flatiron district and, in a 
very Mickey-and-Judy move, put on a 
show. He may not have had reviews, 
but what he got was even more 
important: instant audience feedback 
and major buzz. 

In an interview with The Stage a few 
months ago, Lloyd Webber called Schoo/ 
of Rock — based on the 2003 movie with 
Jack Black — 'a small show with quite a 
large heart. Having seen a number of 
misty-eyed audience members exiting the 
Gramercy, | can attest to the show's large- 
heartedness. (I was lucky enough to attend 
one of the workshop performances — a 
friend of mine had scored tickets, so | 
removed my journalist's hat for the afternoon 
and attended as a civilian. And yes: | was 
one of those misty-eyed audience members. 
What can | say? I’m a sucker for a 10-year- 
old who can wail on the electric guitar.) 

School of Rock has found a star in 
Alex Brightman, who plays rock savant/ 
poser-prep-school-teacher Dewey Finn, 


not to mention an incredible collection of 
kids to form Dewey's fifth-grade ragtag 
rock band. It's one thing to be cute; it's 
entirely another to be talented. And Lloyd 
Webber's score, with lyrics by Glenn 
Slater (Tangled, Sister Act), is his best in 
decades. Think old-school ALW, eg Jesus 
Christ Superstar. ‘It has taken me back to 
where | came from} the composer told The 
Stage. ‘That kind of rock music is rather 
wonderfully unfashionable at the moment, 
but it's been great fun: I'll attest to the 
great fun as well. 


Dames at Sea 


Chances are you know Dames at Sea. 
The tap-happy musical — a parody of the 
Great Depression-era Busby Berkeley- 
style movie musicals centred on an 
ambitious young chorus girl who goes out 
a youngster but who's got to come back 
a Star — is nearly 50 years old. High schools 
and community theatres love it for its 
wholesome charm, simple production 
values, and upbeat themes. But it’s never 
actually been on Broadway. The show is 
sailing into the Great White Way's 
smallest space — the Helen Hayes, with 
just 499 seats — starring Lesli Margherita 
(Matilda's original over-the-top Mrs 
Wormwood) as over-the-top diva Mona 
Kent, and Eloise Kropp as Ruby, the Ruby 
Keeler-esque chorine who steps in to 
save the show when star Mona gets, um, 
seasick. Amid all the silliness, expect tons 
of tap dancing. Fun fact: the original Ruby 
was played by a captivating newcomer 
named Bernadette Peters.

orthamptonshire sits at the heart of 

the country and the beating heart of 

Northampton itself is the boot and shoe 

industry. Footwear has been made in the 
county for centuries, and the manufacturing of shoes 
and boots developed in the area for a number reasons. 

Northamptonshire’s central position made it ideal 

for national trading links necessary for industry to 
flourish. Northampton was a major market town 
with historical links to royalty thus early fashion 
demands, Its rural surroundings meant there was a 
plentiful supply of leather from local cattle markets. 
Tanneries supplying vital materials were also able to 
flourish in the area because of plentiful supplies of 
oak bark and water, which allowed the two industries 


to thrive together. Specialist skills were handed 
down through the generations and different towns 
in the county developed flourishing businesses 
with their own specialism. Wollaston was renowned 
for making sturdy work boots while in Long 
Buckby they specialised in quality long boots. 

During the English Civil War the county s support 
of the Roundhead cause is evidenced by the fact that 
it supplied over 4000 pairs of leather shoes and 600 
pairs of cavalry jack-boots to the Parliamentary forces 
and a further 2000 for Cromwell's New Model Army. 

The cottage industry expanded during the igth 
century and warehouses were built to store and 
distribute shoes to meet local and international demand. 
Boots were sent over the Atlantic for soldiers in the 
American War of Independence and the Napoleonic 
Wars helped to promote business growth with a 
massive demand for the troops marching across Europe. 
In this period it was still a mainly traditional handcraft, 
but by the end of the ЇЇ century the processes 
were almost completely mechanised. Machines 
were invented to stitch soles and make patterns in 
the leather uppers and even the great skill of cutting 
out leather components with a minimum of waste 
could now be achieved at speed mechanically. 

The First World War gave a 20 century boost 
with over two-thirds of pairs of military boots 
supplied being made in Northamptonshire, but a 
move away from traditional materials and styles 
as the century progressed led to an unavoidable 
retraction of traditional shoe-making. Increased 


competition from abroad with cheap labour and 
imports had a major effect. Traditionally shoes 
were bought as a long-term purchase but today 
some regard them as almost disposable items. 
Everyday shoes can be made today from cheap 
synthetic materials. Traditional materials and 
techniques are reserved for expensive dress shoe 
- a fairly limited market in the modern world, but 
market which still needs to be supplied. 

Today many of the shoe factories have been 
converted into housing or offices, but the industry 
is far from dead. It still thrives across the whole 
county. Fashion leads the market today with many 
actively collecting shoes and trainers, but the major 
of purchases will be from people seeking quality anc 
style in a long-lasting item. There is a world-wide 
demand and Northamptonshire still meets it. 

Specialist shoemaking companies to have 
survived into the ASt century include Wildsmith 
Shoes, Edward Green Shoes, Church's and Tricker's 
There are over 25 manufacturers in the county 
still producing high-quality footwear, including Dr 
Martens. Most specialise in Goodyear-welted shoes 
This is a labour-intensive process involving a highly 
skilled workforce carrying on methods originated b 
the hand makers centuries ago. The shoes created 
have an exceptional degree of strength, durability 
and comfort and can be easily repaired (soled and 
heeled) using traditional cobbling methods. Shoes 
like this are an investment which will last for years. 

Tricker's was founded in 1829 and is still run by 
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the same family. They built a worldwide reputation for q: F=TRICKER 17? 
specialising in brogues and walking shoes and today their 


workforce of 90 make 1400 pairs of shoes each week. 
They create an enormous variety, including slippers. 
Many are sold abroad but they have had a retail outlet on 
Jermyn Street in London since 1925 and are especially 
proud to supply footwear to Prince Charles. The front of 
their factory on St Michael's Road features prominently in 
the film Kinky Boots and the cast of this production visited 
during rehearsals to learn the intricacies of shoe-making. 

Crockett and Jones was founded in 1879 in 
Northampton, is still a family business, and in recent years 
has provided Daniel Craig with shoes for the James Bond 
movies. NPS Shoes is also an independent family-run 
business producing Goodyear-welted products on 
behalf of Jack Wills and John Lewis. Horace Batten 
specialises in high-quality riding boots and are very 
proud to have supplied the boots for Darth Vader in the 
Star Wars films. Grenson Shoes began trading in 1866, 
as William Green and Sons, and still operates from its 
factory built in 1895, creating extremely desirable high- 
fashion shoes under their new name — a re-branding 
exercise of which Charlie Price would be proud. 

Traditional methods, quality materials and a skilled 
workforce are what makes a Northamptonshire shoe 
worth the investment so whether you want a classic 
brogue, a ladies fashion shoe, a velvet slipper or a pair of 
kinky boots, you know where to start shopping.

THEATRE 


Having celebrated its bicentenary in 2006 the current Adelphi Theatre is actually the 
fourth venue on this site in the Strand, and in the years since the first building opened 
on 27 Noyember 1806 it has operated under no fewer than seven different names. 
The first theatre was called the The Sans Pareil, changing to the Adelphi in 1819 and 
the Theatre Royal, Adelphi, in 1829. A second theatre built in 1858 took the name 
Theatre Royal, New Adelphi, which in tum became The Royal Adelphi Theatre from 
1867 onwards. In 1901 the third building, reconstructed to provide a new frontage on 
the Strand, opened as The Century Theatre but within a year it reverted to the Royal 
Adelphi. The current building is the fourth and opened in December 1930 with the same 
name. The Royal epithet was dropped in 1940 and the Theatre has just been 
The Adelphi ever since. 


The Sans Pareil was built by John Scott, a local businessman who had amassed 

a personal fortune by inventing a laundry product he called ‘True Blue’. The theatre 
opened with Miss Scotts Entertainment and the PEN Scott in question was John's 
daughter. He built the theatre purely for her, not only to display her many talents but 
also to allow her to act as Theatre Manager. Miss d e ott was later to find major fame 
by creating the role of Susan in the hugely successful melodrama Black Eyed Susan 
and in tnese early yess = le established The Sans Pereil as a home for such popular 
entertainments, usually with herself in the leading role. 


In 1819 Scott sold the theatre to Messrs Jones and Rodwell who reconstructed the 
whole building and re-opened it as The Adelphi. They programmed the theatre with 
buriettas in order to circumvent legal restrictions on the performance of legitimate drama.

The building was further altere 1821 and the following year theatrical history was 
made when the production of Tóm and Jerry by William Moncrieff was the first play ever 
to run for 100 consecutive performances. 


In 1825 Temy ànd . Yates purchased the theatre for £25,000 (the same price 
Jones and Rodwell had paid six years earlier) and had a great success with one of 
their first productions, The Pilot, which broke Tom and Jemy's record by playing 200 
performances. 


Under various managements, including Madame Céleste, Benjamin Webster, 
F B Chatterton arid the Gatti Brothers, the theatre found popular success throughout the

19th century and was completely re-built, with the second building opening in 1858. 
In the 1830s stage adaptations of Charles Dickens's novels proved very popular 
starting with The Pickwick Papers, and Dion Baucicault's The Colleen Bawn (1859) 
and The Shaughraun (1876) both had long runs, providing a good idea of the large- 
scale comic dramas that the theatre specialised in. 


The Gatti brothers’ major success was The Harbour Lights by George R Sims and 

Henry Pettitt which ran for 510 performances. They produced a whole string of big 
melodramas which became known universally as ‘Adelphi Dramas’. With titles such 
as In the Ranks (1883), The Union Jack (1888) and The English Rose (1890) these 
dramatic set-pieces were the theatre's mainstay into the early 20th century,

The Gattis completely re-built the theatre again in 1901 and although they retained 
ownership it was leased to various different managements until they relinquished 
ownership to Woolworths in 1955. Fortunately the plan to redevelop it as a 
supermarket came to nothing. 


The rich musical heritage of the Adelphi Theatre during the 20th century includes 
record-breaking runs of Quaker Girl (1908), Bless the Bride (1947), Charlie Girl (1965), 
Me and My Gin (1985), Sunset Boulevard (1993) and Chicago (1997). It is wórth 
remembering that as a medium sized house with 1,500 seats it has continued to host 
drama and comedy with some success too, often with star names in leading roles. The 
Way of an Eagle (1922), Tallulan Bankhead in The Green Hat (1925), Aloma (1926), 
Vicki Baum's Grand Hotel (1931), Magnolia Street (1934), Dame Marie Tempest's last 
performance in Dear Octopus (1940), Beatrice Lillie in Auntie Mame (1958), John 
Inman in Charley's Aunt (1979) and, most recently, James Corden in the sell-out 
transfer of the National Theatre's enormous success One Man, Two Guvnors (201 1). 


The Adelphi was last reconstructed in 1930 when the art deco features we still see today 
were all introduced by the architect Emest Schaufelberg. The last major refurbishment of 
the auditorium and front of house areas was in 1993 when the art deco features, many 
of which had been covered for many years, were restored to their original splendour. The 
stalls bars were decorated with tributes to Vivian Ellis (front stalls) and Jessie Matthews 
(rear stalls) both of whom had major career successes in the building. As a Grade II listed 
building the theatre requires constant maintenance and the owners are constantly striving 
to improve the facilities for visiting patrons. In 2012, during the six-week closure between 
Sweeney Todd and the opening of The Bodyguard, new lavatories and movement space 
were created in the basement (where programmes, merchandise and ice creams used 
to be stored) next to the Jessie Matthews*Bar. After Made in Dagenham closed and before 
the opening of Kinky Boots in 2015, the Adelphi has undergone the latest in its very long 
line of major reconstruction projects with the creation of a completely new bar and sales 
area in the foyer. 


Hopefully the work was not too disturbing for our resident ahost. In December 1897 the 
famous melodramatic actor William Terris was dramatically and fatally stabbed on his way 
into the theatre to prepare for a performance of Secret Service. The stage door was then in 
Bull Inn Court, but Terris used the Royal Entrance in Maiden Lane as a private access 
route. It proved his undoing for it allowed Richard Prince, a jealous (and mad) colleague, to 
attack him with a knife. He died from his wounds inside the theatre in the arms of his 
leading lady, and mistress, Jessie Milward. He was enormously popular and greatly 
moumed and since his last words were reportedly ‘I'll be back’ there may be some truth in 
reputed sightings of his ghost here in the theatre and at Covent Garden Tube Station.

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et's face it. It's probably fair to say 

that the relationship between the 

theatre and television hasn't 
always been a bed of roses, in spite of 
— or perhaps because of — their close 
ties. Television drama in its early days 
often resembled a screen version of 
local rep and it tended to borrow from 
the West End successes of the day. 
Those with long memories will recall 
regular transmissions of the various 
Whitehall farces which Brian Rix and his 
company made so popular and it's often 
asserted that Look Back in Anger 
would not have made the impact it did 
without the assistance of the screening 
of extracts from John Osborne's play. 
Nor was it accidental that one of the 
boldest strands of fledgling ITV Drama 
was entitled Armchair Theatre with the 
clear suggestion that one's hearthside 
had been temporarily transformed into 
a piush Shaftesbury Avenue playhouse. 


If one acknowledges the parental bond 
between television drama and theatre, 
we can't be entirely surprised that there 
have been family tensions, most recently 
perhaps with the BBC's somewhat fitful 
interest in the coverage of the Olivier 
Awards. Television can often be seen 
as a well-funded, cherry-picking 
exploiter of talent which has first com 
to attention via the theatre, and there 
has been the occasional suggestion 
that television should pay the theatre a 
levy as admission of its light-fingered 
ways. And whenever British talent first 
nurtured by the theatre triumphs at 

the BAFTAs or the Academy Awards, 
there are murmurings at the continued 
absence of a regular TV magazine 
programme on the theatre. 


However, any residual resentment on 
the part of the theatre should be swept 
away by the forthcoming BBC On 
Stage celebration. Auntie has decided 
to loosen her stays and devote 
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considerable resources, creative as 
well as financial, to a showcasing of 
the many varieties of theatre-making 
available to us at the moment. The man 
putting together a succulent box of 
goodies for us is Jonty Claypole, the 
BBC's Head of Arts, who has cunningly 
assembled many of the BBC's outlets 
and platforms: television, radio and 
online, and matched them with both 
theatre companies and individual 
performers. It is, he says, ‘A broadcast 
festival of the theatre’.

A keen theatregoer ~ Claypole mentions 
that he caught the Old Vic's recent 
production of The Crucible as well as 
the Young Vic's Streetcar and A View 
from the Bridge — he is fascinated 

by what he terms ‘the ecology of the 
theatre’, He is presumably referring to 
the network of companies, large and 
small, intimate or grand, some 
determined by ethnicity, others by 
devotion to a particular playwright but 
all contributing to what Claypole views 
as a Golden Age of British Theatre. 

The BBC On Stage season is intended 
to reflect some of the 
current dynamism and self- 
confidence of the medium 
What had inspired him? 


‘I'm always very interested 
in what happens when 
you get a whole range of 
BBC services merging 

in order to concentrate in 
a single project and you 
think seriously about what 
broadcasting and the 
theatre can do together,’ 
he says. 


The traditional in the

‘The play captures a moment during 
the last days of the great touring 
companies, says Claypole. We have 
used the stage-play version rather than 
the film screenplay and we filmed it at 
the Hackney Empire in real time, so 
there were a lot more words for the 
actors to léarn. It was incredible to have 
people such as Hopkins and McKellen 
on screen and it makes for a very 
powerful experience in the tradition of 
a classic BBC production.’ 


In striking contrast, however, is the 
bold experiment of Live from Television 
Centre in which five avant-garde 


companies and performers are let loose 
in the iconic building in Shepherd's 
Bush in a joint initiative with the Arts 
Council (England) and the Battersea 
Arts Centre. 


‘Live from Television Centre features 
five new one-act plays which we're 
staging, half live, half recorded as 
live,’ explains Claypole. ‘It’s pretty 
terrifying actually and it could be 
extraordinarily risky.’ 


Claypole reels off some of the other 
forthcoming attractions which include 
actor Harriet Walter curating a series 
of Pinter plays on Radio 3, Lenny Henry 
presenting a Radio 4 history — 

‘A Hundred Years of Black Theatre’ 
and a BBC4 documentary on the life 
of David Garrick with Derek Jacobi. 
Artistic Directors Vicky Featherstone 
(Royal Court) and Josie Rourke 
(Donmar Warehouse) are also due 

to pop up in the schedule. 


‘What has emerged is the everyday 
heroism involved in putting on stage 
productions. We are very, very lucky in 
this country with our ecology of small, 
independent theatres continuously 
forging new talent and there is a new 
generation of writers and directors 
pushing the boundaries every day.’ 


Whatever the reception given to this first 
BBC On Stage season, Claypole seems 
very gung-ho about the likelihood of a 
possible repeat of the experiment in the 
future, which may go some way towards 
Satisfying the calls for a more regular 
theatre presence on our screens. 


‘| don't think that people should have 
the idea that there is official antipathy 
to the theatre, simply because it lacks a 
regular slot, says Claypole reassuringly. 
‘| hope that the season will be received 
well enough to make it possible that 
we'll do it again. But given the 
multiplicity of choice facing people 
when they come home and want to 
watch something, we have to find other 
ways of engaging people's attention. 
And what is very important about the 
theatre is the element of discovery. 

| love seeing new plays which you sense 


aren't quite there yet feel will soon 
arrive. Part of the appeal of the 
theatre is believing that you're ahead 
of the curve. 


Claypole is optimistic the BBC On 
Stage season will lead to a greater 
appreciation of the theatre among 

a television audience and perhaps 
persuade more people to sample the 
live experience. He is an enthusiastic 
advocate for the theatre, which hasn't 
always been the case, one feels, among 
the Corporation's grands fromages. 
Let's hope that the theatre fully 
responds to the BBC's Director of Arts' 
initiative in the generous spirit in which 
it's been offered. We may not be given 
a second chance.

Herbert, it celebrates all things French, 
but with an Anglo tilt — sometimes there 
are new English lyrics by Ruffelle herself, 
or she pairs Georgie Fame's hit ‘Yeh Yeh’ 
with Brigitte Bardot's hit ‘Ca Pourrait 
Changer. There's also one of Eponine's 
cut songs from Les Mis, and a brilliant 
revisiting of the song she introduced in 
that show, ‘On My Own' that remakes the 
song for the woman Ruffelle is today, 
rather than the girl she was then.
